FROM THE FILES 


F O R T Y - F I V E Y E A R S A G O 
March 20, 1925 
Friday morning about eleven 
thirty o’clock the barn at M. Y. W il­ 
son's home was destroyed by fire. 
A strong wind was blowing at the 
time, and the fire spread to other 
nearby buildings, among them the 
Floyd Wilson which was partially 
consumed. 
The quick and heroic 
work of the fire boys soon had the 
blaze under control and prevented 
what looked like forawhile was to be 
a very destructive fire. Mr. Wilson's 
barn was filled with feed which was 
destroyed, but the most regrettable 
loss was twelve full blood Rhode Is­ 
land Red chickens which he had re­ 
cently purchased. 
M r and M rs. C laude Gray are 
erecting a new home on Central Ave­ 
nue. The building is a five room 
structure and is to be modern in ev­ 
ery way. This is one of the many at­ 
tractive homes that has been built in 
Hamlin within the past few months.

T W E N T Y Y E A R S A G O 
M arch 17, 1950 
Fire , which was believed to 
have originated from an overheated 
bearing, destroyed a m ajor portion 
of the Midwest Cooperative Oil M ill 
in Hamlin Saturday 
F irs t alarm of 
the fire was sounded at about 6:45 a. 
rn. Saturday anda part of the volun­ 
teer fi re department spent the entire 
day at the m ill as a precaution against 
further outbreak of the fire. 
Fire originated in the press 
room of the m ill and quickly spread 
to that portion which is used in hous­ 
ing the mechanical equipment. Char­ 
acter of the m aterial processed made 
it readily inflammable and made the 
work of the fire department difficult 
in controlling the blaze. 
E a rly in the morning a sharp 
change 
in wind direction caused 
greater danger of spread of the blaze 
and it was decided to call for aid from 
the Stamford department. An immed­ 
iate need for additional water was 
apparent and sufficient hose was not 
available to reach the larger water 
supply. Stamford's F ire Department 
made the run to Hamlin in 22 minutes 
and water was directed on the fresh 
outbreak immediately after their a r­ 
rival. 
Oil saturated cotton seed con­ 
tinued to smolder throughout the day 
and resultant smoke prohibited ready 
access to the smoldering spots. A 


drenching process was employed 
throughout the day. 
Extent of loss in equipment is 
difficult to estimate and company 
spoke men could not accurately gauge 
what the damage would be. Manager 
John A. Edwards in Abilene issued 
one statement that the loss may reach 
as much as $150,000. 
It was announced that work of 
rebuilding the plant will start imme­ 
diately and there is some possibility 
that limited operation of the plant 
w ill be possible for the rebuilding 
period. Lint room, the stock room 
and raw m aterials excaped serious 
damage. 
J. B. Lakin, cashier, estim at­ 
ed that the plant season still had a- 
bout four months to operate. This is 
the third fire the m ill has experi­ 
enced in the last five years. The plant 
is located about one m ile from the 
city limits of Hamlin and employs a- 
bout sixty men in its operation.
